"THE STATE-WIDE stock law that 


bad been enacted by direct vote 


of the people last November was 
"watered down" Tuesday by tho 
legislature, and the modified ver- 
sion was signed Into law by Gov- 
ernor McMath, 


The Initiated act which the peo- 


ple voted for In November, under 
the Initiative & Referendum law, 
prohibited the running of cattle on 
any public road. House Bill No. 3, 
which was written trtto law Tues 
day, limits the prohibition to fed- 
eral and stale hard-surfaced high 
ways. 


On a mileage basis this means 


the great majority of public roads 
arc left unprotected. Whether this 
was the intention of the citizens who 
voted for the initiated act last No- 
vember will be up to cither tho 
courts or the people themselves to 
say.

1 don't know that the courts have 


ever ruled on the particular ques- 
tion whether the people Or the legis- 


' laturo have the last word on I. &. R. 


legislation. It Is my understanding 
that when the legislature passes .a 
'law and it is protested and referred 
to a direct vote of the people, that 
vote is final. But what 
happens 


when the people initiate a bill, and 
are then overruled by the legisla- 
ture. Is' an open question. 
.'.It's poor politics, ot Course, for 
either a representative, senator or 
governor; to put himself in the po- 
sition of repealing a law that the 


J' people themselves have voted for. 


But legislators and governors fre- 
quently consider themselves ex- 
pendable — and this seems to be 
one of those occasions. 
' ThT'g'rcat parallel of' 'this 'case 
is the history ot the Workmen's. 
Compensation Law. For 
many 


years the damage-suit lawyers and 
their, lobby effectively blocked ev 
cry attempt to enact a 
compcn 


sation law covering industrial in- 
juries —- giving workmen a setlle- 


l> 
ment without trial or legal costs. 
Notwithstanding the fact that Ar- 
kansas and Mississippi were then 
the only states out of the entire 48 
which didn't have such a law.

in a general election — the law that 
we have today. The legislature fre-
